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IT )S HEREBY STIPULATED by and between Plaintiffs, Board of Trustees of the 
Sheet Metal Workers' Pension Plan of Southern California, Arteona and Nevada; Board of 
Trustees of the Sheet Metal Workers' Health iplan of Southern California. Arizona and 
Nevada; Board of Trustees of the Sheet Met^l Workers* Savings Plan of Southern 
California, Arizona and Nevada; Board of Trustees of the Southern California Sheet Metal 
Joint Apprenticeship and Training Commltteel Board of Trustees of tho Sheet Metal 
Workers' Local 106 Retiree Health Plan; Boald of Trustees of Trustees of the Sheet Metal 
Workers' Intennattonal Aascciation, Local Uniin No. 105 Union Dues Check-Off Fund; and 
Board of Tnjstees of the Sheet Metal Industry Fund of Los Angeles; Board of Trustees of 
the Tri-Counties Sheet Metal and Air Conditiojiing Industry Joint Apprenticeship 
Committee; Board of Trustees of the Sheet M^tal Workers Local 273 Dues Check Off

1 . The Company and the Individual |3efendantJ^and have been parties to 
coUectlve bargaining agreements with Sheet Mkal Workers International Union, Locaf Nos 
105, 273, and 206, which creates an obligationito pay monthly employee benefit plan 
contributions to the Plans. n ^ 

2. That the Company and the Individual Defendant/ are indebted to the Plans 
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for delinquent contributions In the amount of if 19,993.26, liquidated damages In the 
amount of $5,800.22, mmi m tho amount if 2.000.00, and attorney's fees In the amount 
of $7,000,00 for a total amount of $34,793.4^ 

3. The Company and Individual Defendants remain delinquent in their requJred 
payments of employee benefit plan contributions to the Plans. 

4. Based on the foregoing, judgment may be entered In this case In favor of the 



Plans and against Southwest AlrBaiance Corporation, Inc. and Stephen Louis Pemi^ 
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I, indlvidual^mly and sfeverally, in the amount of $34,793.48 for an 
audit conducted for the period of July 2002 toiJune 2006. liquidated damages on the audit, 
interest, attorney fees and costs, together wit^ post^judgment Interest itherebn at the rate of 
10% per annum as of the date of the Judgmeht 

5. The Company and the Indh/iduaJ Defendantfj^Slsfy the judgment by 
paying, and shell pay, the Plans the total sumlof $25,793.46 in accordance with the 
following installment schedule: $1,074.73 shall be paid by October 1, 2007 with continuing 
payments of $i ,074.73 on the 1 «^ day of each consecutive month with a flnal payment on 
September 1 . 2009. Each and every Installment payment must be made by fully 
nego«ab/e check or cashier's check payable t6 the "Sheet Metal Workers' Trust Funds", 
and must be received in the offices of the Plaihtrffe' legal counsel. Laurie A. Traktman, 
Esq., Gilbert & Sackman, A Law Corporation, b699 Wllshire Boulevard., Suite 1200, Los 
Angeles, California 90010-2732. 

6. The amounts listed as contributions due are based on reports submitted by 
Southwest Air Bafence Corporation. Inc. This Agreement is not intended to and does not 
prBjudlce the Plans right to collect additional ^mounts if addltbnal contributions are In fact 
due. 
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7. Apporttonmentand crediting of M sums received bythe Plans underor 
pursuant to ttllS StlDUlallon for Judgment shaB be at the sol. and exclusive discretion of the 
Plans, consistent with federal law. 

a. The Company and MMdual Defendants may be restrained and enjoined, for 
the period beginning with.the month of Septeker 2007 through October 2009. from failing 
or refusing: 

a. to mal<e payments of conlributions to the Plans on the dates on which 
theyf^lldue.and 

b. to submH to the Plana acijurate and complete remittance reports on 
the dates on which they fill due. Including, when applicable, "no hour^" 
reports for months fbrwh^ no covered work Is perfbrmed. 

c. «o submit to the Plans a 4>nthly list of all construction iobs which at 
that time are In progress, jvere completed within the last 120 days, or 
are contemplated to be started within the next 30 days, and accounts 
receivables which should include, among others things, the following 
Infomiation: the proper na|nes and addresses of the jobs on which the 
company and/or Indivlduai Defendants are working, the names and 
addresses of the owners df the jobs, the names and addresses of the 
general contractors on theijob and the numbers of hours that each 
employee wortced on the jobs, any certified payrolls, and the dates the 
Jobs were completed or are expected to be completed, to the extent 
that such Information is available. 

9. In the event the Company and Individual De?S^, and any of them, fall to 
comply With any of the pro>^stons set forth in p*agraphs 5 ore above, or any other 
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provlston of this StJpulatlon, the entire amoudt of the judgment, less any payments actually 
reeeivdd at the time of such default, shall become Immediately due and payable to the 
Plans from Southwest Air Balance Corporatidn, Inc. and Individual Defendants, plus 
Interest on such unpaid amounts at the annual rate of twelve percent (12%). 

1 0^ This Court may retain jurisdictlojri over this matter through November 2009, to 
enforce the terms of any judgment entered hereunder, to order appropriate Injunctive and 
equitable relief, to mai<e appropriate orders of contempt, and to increase the amount of 
Judgment based upon additional sums owed ^ the Plans by defendants. Supplemental 
Judgments may be entered h mis action agafrjist Southwest Air Balance Corporation. Inc. 
and Individual Defendantj^Winfavor of the plans for such sums as may be determined 
by the Plans and established upon appllcatloi^ to the Court by declaration and noticed 
motion. 

11. The Plans shalt have the right, ubon twenty (20) days reasonable request 
made In writing, to audit or examine any bookA or records relating to the financial condition 
of the Company to ensure compliance with th4 terms of this Stipulation,
